Word 
reaching here from 
the 
financial and business com muni- 
lies of the nation la that President 
ItooMvelt'a speech has failed in It- 
pelf to bring confidence and that 
many bu*ineeH men, enraged at 
the treatment they have hitherto 
received at the^ttanda of the ad 
ministration, are frankly express 
ing a doubtful and skeptical atti- 
tude. 


Business, in other words, hopes 
the president means what he says, 
but for the moat part there is 
doubt that 
Mr. Roosevelt 
has 


changed his attitude toward the 
business world. This is perhaps 
the most unfortunate development 
that could occur, because co-opera- 
tion is absolutely essential to pre- 
vent the business recession from 
becoming worse than it is. 
It is desirable, on the other 
hand, to examine the sources of 
'discontent, because the president 
and his colleagues in the new deal 
probably never realized the dam- 
age they were causing to their own 
cause over the last three years by 
the frequently reiterated charges 
and epithets. 


The real trouble is that, when 
the president has 
made public 
reference to business men, he has 
impugned their motives, accused 
them of both dishonesty and self- 
ishness and questioned their patri- 
otism. American citizens who have 
conducted themselves lawfully do 
not relish such accusations from a 
president of the United States nor 
do they forgive them the moment 
it becomes to Mr. Roosevelt's ad- 
vantage to adopt a conciliatory 
tone. 


What the business men forget, 
however, is that, in politics, it is 
not customary to admit defeat or 
retreat Mr. 
Roosevelt, 
for in- 
stance, could hardly send a mes- 
sage to congress saying, ,"I have 
been wrong in my policies. I have 
been*wrong iln my charges and ac- 
cusations. I want now to have the 
past forgiven.'1 Such a statement 
would never be made by a man in 
political life, and yet the defeat of 
the new deal economics is so plain 
that a comment such as the above 
la superfluous. 


New Deal Max Ended. 


The new deal, as we have known 
it, has ended. The reason for its 
ending is the fact that public 
funds could no longer be used for 
pump-priming and the nation's 
credit \be preserved. When It be- 
came , a question of persisting- in 
the new deal or driving the nation 
to bankruptcy, the president de- 
cided to change his approach and 
rely on private capital spending. 
Again and again, however, busi- 


ness men ask, "Does the president 
mean it? Why didn't he say any- 
thing about the business recession 
when he made his radio addresjp a 
few weeks ago announcing the 
special session? Why isn't he more 
specific now about tax revision?" 
All these 
questions 
doubtless 
seem logical to those who ask 
them, but behind most of them is 
an immutable doubt as to the 
president's readiness really to co- 
operate with business. Such doubts 
wil be erased In due time, but 
only after the administration has 
followed thru on its own promises. 
For one thing, congress is In a 
restive irood. 
The eagerness of 
the 
members to 
do something 
about tax revision far transcends 
any Interest they might otherwise 
have had in wage and hour leg. 3- 
' latlon or cro'p control. 


May Ease Burdens. 


There is a decided trend toward 
legislation that will ease the bur- 
dens on business and enable the 
economic ssytem to maintain em- 
ployment. Most members of con- 
gress, irrespective of party, know 
the old political rule that, when an 
election is held In the midst of a 
depression, the "ins" usually suffer 
both in the primaries and in the 
final 
elections, tt Is, therefore, 
natural to find-senators and repre- 
sentatives up for election next No- 
vember anxious to do everything 
possible to bring about a recovery 
movement before 12 months have 
passed. 
The drive at the moment Is to 
revise the tax laws. Small business 
men are back of it, and that means 
influential citizens in every con- 
gressional district in the land. The 
desire of Mr. Roosevelt to punish 
the "big fellows" has only resulted 
In helping them- 
The 
bi# com- 
panies with big reserves could take 
the new undistributed surplus tax 
on the run and hardly feel it. They 
had 
accumulated plenty of re- 


serves before, so they paid 
out 
their dividends. But the 
small 
businesses, trying to compete with 
the bigger companies, found them- 
selves unable to plow back their 
profits ' so as to expand 
and 
threaten the markets of the larger 
corporations.

SPEECH AT MOUNT VERNON 


MT VERNON UPt The address 


prepared by President Roosevelt 
for delivery at the meeting- of the 
presidents T>f the land grant col- 
leges and universities and delivered 
by Secy Wallace in the absence 
of the president, follows 


Today, here at Mount Vernon 
we are paying tribute to George 
Washington—not as the general 
who won the war for independence 
not aa the statesman -who wielded 
the former colonies into one strong 
nation, but as the outstanding 
farmer and farm leader of his 
time 


When the call of duty came 


Washington was glad to give him- 
aelf for years on end to the service 
of his country, yet his heart turned 
always homeward toward his be 
loved plantation 
While he was 


leading the American array in the 
revolutionary war he could seldom 
vlait his home 
But during the 
years he was president he 
turned to it as often as he could 
from the capital at New Yorkv 
Over a span of 40 years from 
1759 until his death in 1799 the 
farm at Mount Vernon v/as the 
center of his interest 


For him, farming was both 
business and a hobby To farming 
aa a business he brought the tal- 
ents of a great executive To farm- 
ing as a hobby he brought the ad 
venturous mind of a pioneer 
liis 8 000 acre estate at Mount 
Vernon was divided into five sep- 
arate units His methods of man- 
agement and his careful keeping 
of accounts are an Inspiration to 
farmers of the present He knew 
how to merchandise his products 
so as to get. a premium price—for 
example the wheat 
he shipped 
under his special brand to the 
West Indies was rated as the best 
to be had 
But more striking was the pio- 
neering he did in the arts of hus- 
bandry He was not satisfied to do 
things as they always had been 
done When he found that one- 
crop tobacco farming was wear- 
ing out his land he cut down his 
output of tobacco fiom 35 000 to 
5 000 pounds and replaced it with 
wheat, KngUsh clover and a va 
riety of other crops 
He 
took 
measures to stop- gullying and cro 
slon He continually tried to im- 
prove his strains of livestock nncl 
from his sheep 
got more than 
twice as much wool per fleece aa 
his neighbors got from theirs He 
made a tour thru the Carolmia to 
exhibit one of his mules so as to 
popularize the use of mules He 
tried out a threshing1 machine in- 
vented in Scotland 


Exchanged Ideas by Mail, 


He. was constantly exchanging 


ideas by mail with others in this 
and foreign countries who were 
interested in better f 11 mmg To 
what extent he foresaw the evolu- 
tion that would take place In agri 
culture in the next century and a 
half, we do not know But we do 
know that he himself sold some 
of hi«! own faim products In inter 
state and foreign commcice \\ c 
know that hfc was active in the 
building of canals that would con 
nect the seaboard with the gieit 
legions to the west He must have 
sensed thnt the 
development of 


transportation together with more 
productive farming methods would 
biing a sweeping change He must 
have sensed that 
farm woikers 


would be released to engage in the 
manufacture and 
distribution of 


many useful things and thus laise 
the atandarTl of living for all 
Sensing this it was natural thit 


he should urge congress to cieitc 
a national boaid to promote the 
interests of agriculture 
In 
his 


eighth annual message to congress 
ho said 
It \\ill not bo doubled that 


with rcfcicnco cither to Individ 
nil or national welfare igncul 
turo is of primary imp'oi lance 
In proportion as nations advance 
in population and other circum- 
stances of maturity this truth 
Ix comes moi e ippai tnl 
intl 
renders the cuHivution of tin 
soil mote ami more in objtot of 
public p it tomtit initituL 
s foi 


promoting1 it giow up tuppoitid 
by the public pui so and to what 
object can it l>e Utdicitetl with 
greater pi opritty ' 
George Washington s interest in 
agriculture was matched in lator 
years by thit of Thomas Jeffcr^oi 
But not until ]81O when romrress 
nppiopintcd 51 000 foi the patont 
office to u«5r in tho flirt >f njrrunl 
tnrf \\fls Washington <i ptoposii 
carried out Then in the years that 


followed as farmers generally felt 
the need for improving their meth- 
ods of production, the movement 
spiead At last, under the leadei 
ship of Abraham Lincoln In 1862 
more than a half century after 
G e o r g e Washington's message 
that movement came to fruition 
Laws were passed by congress es- 
tablishing the United States de- 
partment of agriculture and pro- 
viding grants of land to aid in 
establishing state colleges of ag- 
riculture Now, this week, the 75th 
anniversary of the 
founding of 
these great institutions is being 
celebrated at the nation's capital 


George Washington s own words 
which I have Just quoted show 
that he considered 
agricultural 
production even in his time to be 
much more than a local matter 
Yet many changes were destined 
to come that he could not possibly 
foresee 


Could Not Foresee Tariff. 


He could not foresee that a pro- 
tective tariff policy, adopted in the 
beginning to foster infant indus- 
tries, would put agriculture at a 
permanent disadvantage He could 
not foresee that 
mortgages on 
farm land would foecoma an im- 
portant part of a highly complex 
financial system and 
would be 
closely linked to the life insurance 
policies of millions of people in 
cities and towns 
He could not 
foresee that fixed charges such as 
taxes, interest and freight rates 
would push thousands of farmers 
into 
bankruptcy 
whenever 
the 
prices of farm commodities col- 
lapsed He could not foresee that 
abundant production msteicl • of 
lifting the farmer s standard of 
living would sometimes crush the 
farmei* under the weight of an 
unmarketable surplus 
He could 
not foresee the development of the 
great c o r p o r a t i o n s and labor 
unions, and how essential it woirid 
be for farmers to unite He could 
not foresee that farm 
buying 


power would be essential to keep 
city factories running 
He could 
not foiesee the intncate web of 
economic ties that 
extending 


across state boundaries would al- 
most completely submerge the lo- 
cal phases of agricultural produc 
tion and make it more than ever 
a matter of vital national concern 


Knowing what we do of George 


Washington s belief in a national 
government strong enough to cope 
with the problems of his time and 
his peiceptton of the importance 
of agriculture as the foundation of 
our national life we can be sure 
that If he had lived today he \vould 
have acted boldly to keep agricul- 
ture from going down to ruin We 
can be sure that he would not have 
denied to agriculture 
advantages 
which government has so freely 
granted to industry All his actions 
indicate that he would have sup- 
ported f aimers in piogrims of the 
type they have adopted Just as 
he himself shifted from one crop 
tobacco production to a balanced 
type of farming in order to save 
hla soil it seems almost certain 
that he would have favoicd gov- 
ernment action to aid firmers as 
i group to bring their f aiming 
opeiations into balance 


And ao as we pay tribute to 
George Washington the f i r s t 
master farmer 
let us resolve 
that we will be worthy of his great 
example Let us rcsolvo that as a 
nation v,c will not neglect the fer 
tility of our soil or the integrity 
of our firm homes Let us resolve 
that now and always the great 
art of husbandly shall have its 
rightful plicc in" our American life

The fear 
of the political machine that is in 
power in that city may restrain 
those who should act. 


NEBRASKA'S PATROL. 


Nebraska's patrol will soon be- 


gin its duties on the highways of 
the state. It will not be a large 
force, but the hope is that it will 
be as effective as may be humanly 
possible for any force of its size 
There is much work to be done 
in regulating traffic on the roads 
of Nebraska. 
Naturally much of 


the patrollng will be done on the 
busy thorofares, where the great- 
est number of casualties 
take 


place. 


Resentment ' will be felt at the 


assumption of authority of these 
men over the highways of the state 
by a certain class of drivers. That 
other class, from which the public 
hears little and who are less in 
the public eye because they usually 
keep out of trouble, will welcome 
the appearance of highway police, 
and the protection that these men 
should afford. 


The work of highway police Is 


unlike most other arms of gov- 
ernment and public service. 
It 


was recently pointed oilt^by a New 
York City traffic expert that most 
departments of government render 
a positive service, while the service 
rendered by the police is more or 
less of a negative sort. They re- 
strain human tendencies and they 
do that in the interest of humanity 
itself. 
They keep people from 


doing what they should not do but 
very much want to do. Because 
of that they irritate and arouse 
resentment. 
Most public s servants 


receive praise when they do a good 
job, but traffic cops may not find 
unanimous support in much needed 
action which they undertake. 


While other states have installed 


highway patrol departments and 
have gone ahead enlarging and 
perfecting that branch of high- 
way sei'vice, Nebraska has. held 
back. There was opposition to such 
an idea, The bad odor that had 
attached to state police in mining 
and industrial centers was cited 
in apposition to'the plan. The ex- 
pense was more than many thought 
should be incurred. 'There was 
objection made to imposing on law 
abiding car drivers the expense 
of controlling: the lawless. 
The 


adding- of another bureau of gov- 
ernment was objectionable. There 
were other arguments against the 
plan, one of which was that it 
might make possiblt the building 
up of a political machine. 


But all of that is past. The 


patrol is with us.' It 
has 
been 


organized and assigned. Its duties 
are made plain. 
Safety of the 


ilghway and enforcement of ^ie 
laws relating to traffic 
are 
the 


objectives sought. How the patrol 
performs its duties, how well It 
protects the safety of travelers 
using the highways, how well it 
weeds out incompetent, reckless 
and drunken drivers, will" be some 
of the tests to be met. The patrol 
can prove its worth, or prove its 
lack of value. It will be properly 
open to criticism for failure to do 
its duty and should receive gen- 
erous praise for work well done.

NEW MISSION. 


A brief dispatch from San Pedro 


contains the information that 30 
giant flying boats took over the 
mission of the destroyers as a re- 
organized U. S. fleet began its ma- 
neuvers.

wag done last year, when seven 
patrol planes were able to carry 
out all scouting missions to which 
destroyers heretofore had been as- 
signed. Not only did these planes 
carry out scouting missions but 
they did a better job than the de- 
stioycrs could be expected to do. 
These patrol planes have a radius 
of action of approximately 5,000- 
miles, travel at a much greater 
speed, cover much more temtory 
and strike with equal deadlines?? 
when occasion arises where they 
must strike. The destroyers nave 
been assigned to the battle force, 
the backbone of which is the mam 
battle tine of di'ciu) naughts. 


This change nl tactics, which 


may be made permanent if present 
and future maneuvers find 
the 


patrol planes as successful as past 
maneuvers revealed them to be, is 
a more or less ladical departure 
The ai my and navy have both 
boasted air forces for a number of 
years. 
But they have both been 


slow to weld them 
into the es- 


tablished 
organization. Working 


out the technique for employment 
of these arms has been a tedious 
and 
troublesome job, trouble- 


some not, only because of tlie great 
many "ifs". about air combat but 
because 
aviation had captured 


popular fancy and the public has 
been impatient with the slow 
movements of high military au- 
thorities. 


The navy hns made the patrol 


planes a definite segment of the 
fleet, with definite and prcdotdr- 
minctl functions. 
No longer arc 


plane* carried to be loosed in a 


haphazard fashion at chance tar- 
get*. They have become an in- 
tegral part of the fighting fleet 
and their usefulneaa In this 
signment will be thoroly tested in 
the impending maneuvers. • 


UNFOKTUNATE START. 


Congress managed to get itself 


in a tangle with amazing dispatch. 
Even 
recalcitrant 
members 
of 


congress themselves must 
have 


been surprised at the speed with 
which plans became tangled. Ordi- 
narily the wheels are ifery slow 
getting in motion. At this special 
session they began whirring im- 
mediately and to 'the confusion of 
aU. 


The 
tangle 
which 
developed 


within so short a time of the open- 
ing of congress was largely the 
result of selfish actions on the part 
of congressmen, men in whom sec- 
tional interests 
dominated. 
The 


huge block\of southern men In the 
senate who function as a group, 
started 
off 
with 
a 
filibuster 


against federal anti-lynching legis- 
lation. Recent iynchings in the 
«futh, more brutal than any for 
some years past, have renewed 
the growing 
agitation 
for some 


federal protection against murder 
by mobs. 


No matter how one may look 


at this situation, it is unfortunate. 
That it promises the new dealers 
embarrassment, is true. But even 
the most bitter partisan hesitates 
to applaud any move which prom- 
ises indefinite postponement on ac-_ 
tion which may encourage busi- 
ness by tax revision. Or one which 
promises long delay in farm legis- 
lation. 


All in all it is unfortunate that 


congress cannot approach 
these 


problems in a business like man- 
ner, taking them Up as they come 
out of committee or speeding- _their 
course thru committee, and weigh- 
ing them carefully. A long session 
of vicious battles over partisan 
issues with nothing accomplished 
cannot be welcomed. 


Congress 
should take up its 


problems, • reject 
unsatisfactory 


proposals and draft those which 
meet with the approval of the 
majority. 
Frantic 
bickering 
in 


congress only causes uneasiness 
and dissatisfaction outside of con- 
gress.

"We once heard a lecture de-

MORE OR OESS PERSONAL. 
Inner details of the workings of 


the federal public power projects 
which have recently come to light 
make Interesting reading. Two 
facts have so far been established. 
One is that the federal administra- 
tor intends, because it is a cred- 
itor, to exert a major 
influence 


in the 
management 
of 
these 


projects, which are lodged by state 
law in residents of the districts se- 
lected as directors. The other, is 
that the 
administration 
is not 


above threatening to withhold the 
loans' or other forms of aid to the 
projects if cities located within 
them do not buy current from the 
big development 
regardless of 
whether they can guarantee a con- 
stant supply or whether the city 
plant can manufacture current at 
a lower price. 


With cqrn selling at half the 


price it was a year ago and hay 
materially lower cattle feeding in 
Nebraska is on the increase. For 
the four months just ended 55 per- 
cent more cattle were sent to Ne- 
braska farms by stockyards, and 
many of those now on feed will 
have to be marketed later than 
usual because of the 
hesitation 
shown in buying. Cattle prices for 
a number of months have yielded 
good profits to feeders, and this 
was probably the reason for the 
sudden interest shown in the late 
summer and early fall in pur- 
chases. Prices, however, are still 
on the skid, partly as a result of 
the consumer strike in the east. 


The young men who engaged in 
the Hallowe'en prank of opening 
fire hydrants are now paying the 
price. Four of them have already 
gone thru the municipal court mill 
at an expense of $5 each and costs. 
The police were kept busy Hallow- 
e'en chasing 
people 
who 
were 
opening hydrants. There was a 
great loss of water pressure that 
might have resulted very seriously 
if a bad fire had started. Some- 
thing over 20 fire hydrants were 
opened in one evening and a num- 
ber of them have been accounted 
for. In one instance the damage 
was done by juveniles who 'were 
lectured and turned over to juve- 
nile court authorities. 
\ 


Following Hallowe'en, city au- 
thorities offered a reward of $100 
for information that would lead to 
the conviction of the parties open- 
ing hydrants. A great deal of in- 
formation concerning these rather 
dangerous pranks has reached the 
police and four convictions have 
followed. It is understood that the 
police are still working on other 
clues and that other arrests may 
come. It is probable that the ?100 
reward will be "pro-rated among 
people who have given the police 
information that has led to arrests 
and convictions. 
The good work 
done by the police in these cases 
is recognized. They had no clues 
to begin with but have developed 
much information about what hap- 
pened from tips that have come 
from those who desired to earn the 
reward. 


Sixteen people have died from 
automobile accidents in Lincoln 
during the past lO1/^ months and 
the total for the entire county now 
stands at 25. This sets a record 
for deaths from this cause and is 
sufficient to give those responsible 
for public safety that concern 
which will have for its objective 
improved 
conditions. 
Such 
a 
record is deplorable and places 
Lincoln in a. class not to be de- 
sired. 


One of the great contributing 
causes to these accidents has been 
the rate of speed of motor cars in 
passing over intersections. 
Even 


in the retail district where neces- 
sity compels slow speed 
pedes- 
trians find it difficult to get across 
streets 
during 
hours of 
heavy 


traffic and narrow escapes are fre- 
quent.

Altho the 
Chinese have the advantage in 
number of soldiers, 
they lack 
necessary defensive weapons and 
are largely untrained. 
Japanese- 


bombers continue to 
wipe out 


towns and cities filled with non- 
combatants, probably urged to do 
so by the fact that it is necessary 
to make room for the coming Jap 
colonists. 


DR. BRADY'S HEALTH TALK. 


Thru a period of 15 years Dr. 
Haven Emerson, althor of "Alco- 
hol and Man"' (Macmiilan. 1935), 
a scientific inquiry into the effects 
of alcohol on man in health and 
disease, conducted an experiment 
on 5.000 guinea pigs—a pig's litter 
averages about 
three—to deter- 
mine what effect alcoholic intoxi- 
cation in the paVents may have on 
the germ cells and the offspring. 


The normal prenatal mortality 
rate in guinea pigs is about 50 per- 
cent of the total mortality rate up 
to three months of age—maturity 
for guinea pigs. Pienatal mortality 
consists of abortions, uterine ab- 
sorptions and still-born young. 


Each alternate pig as they came 
was used for the test and an equal 
number of the 5,000 for control. 
The test pigs were exposed on six 
days a week to the fumes of purs 
alcohol up to the point of full in- 
toxication. Several were so treated 
for as long as six years, and some 
of these lived to become more than 
seven 
years old, perhaps 
the 
longest life-span recorded for their 
kind. 
The alcohol fumes were in 


haled while the animals were con- 
fined in a treatment tank; given 
in this way the alcohol did not 
have ill effects on digestipn as it 
did when given by the stomach. 
Among 1,197 pigs from alcoholic 
ancestry, compared -with about the 
same number from 
the normal 


control ancestry, the following ef- 
fects were observed: 


1. Average litter size is smaller 
than normal. 


2. Size of young- at birth not 
different. 


3. Total mortality up to ma- 


turity 
(age 
of three 
months} 
nearly twice as great as for the 
normal control group. 
The records from 747 pigs two 


generations removed from the al- 
cohol treatments, show that the 
damage done by alcohol was actu- 
ally on the germ plasm, the im- 
mortal cells that carry on the race, • 
in animal or man. in these the pre- 
natal 
mortality rate is nearly 


double the postnatal rate instead 
of being equal to it as in the nor- 
mal control group, and the total 
mortality rate is 40 percent higher 
than the rate in the controls. 
Unquestionably the treated pigs 
were alcoholized or intoxicated, on 
the basis of their life span, far; 
more severely than might be the 
case with human beings. But how 
else could the effects of alcohol on 
the germ-plasm, on the vigor and 
longevity of the race, be gauged ? 
Before you get high blood pressure 
about this, listen to one of Dr. 
Emerson's conclusions: 
"Among animals with treated 


great-grandparents (alcohol treat- 
ed) the mortality is 40 percent 
higher than among the controls. 
More than half of the mortality 
still occurs before birth. Thus, in 
the third filial generation away 
from the treatment (alcoholism), 
the affected germ cells are still 
being eliminated by early death of 
the embryos and young individ- 
uals, but 69 percent of all the 
young conceived are hardy enough 
to survive, and not only do these 
animals survive but they produce 
offspring that actually average 
better than those of the control 
stock. 
So if jfou dislike to apply the ex- 
periment to mankind from the ra- 
cial point of view you may apply it 
to your individual case from the 
viewpoint of the survival of the 
fittest. That is to say, your great 
grand-dad eliminated or destroyed 
the weaker germ cells by keeping 
more or less pickled in alcohol, and 
that gave the stronger ones a bet- 
ter chance to thrive.

The storing of reserves re- 
duces the purchasing power of 
those already in need, will stimu- 
late technological unemployment, 
and place the heaviest burden upon 
the younger workers, upon whom 
the burden of supporting a genera- 
tion of aged will fall."

UP TO GOVERNMENT 


Dr. Palyi Says New Deal 


Policies Skidded Recovery 


Into Economic Ditch. 


Whether the economic jugger- 


naut will roll further down the 
financial hill or whether it will 
start driving upward again de- 
pends entirely upon the further 
policies of central authorities, Dr. 
Melchior Palyi, noted economist 
of Chicago and Berlin, 
told a 


chamber of commerce public af- 
fairs luncheon Wednesday. 


More than 200 business men 


were captivated by the speaker 
who liberally "salted" his talk on 
economics with flashes of humor. 


"It is very fortunate that the 


administration and congress have 
understood at last that the hos- 
tility against business is not the 
proper way to solve economical 
and 
social 
problems," 
he 
de- 
clared. 


Dr. Palyi, who saw the post war 


financial crash of Germany from 
the "inside" as one foremost in 
the financial policies of that na- 
tion, warned that the inflationary 
expectations which the managed 
money policy of the new deal has 
created, carried the business com- 
munity, the investors, and the con- 
sumers into a market situation 
which was characterized by rising 
prices, gi owing inventoi les and 
boom exchanges. 


"Why," he asked, "did these in- 


flationary expectations give way 
and turn into the assumption of 
forthcoming deflation ? Again it 
was governmental 
policy 
which 


has created the new situation. The 
gold scare and the fear of a run- 
away inflation have induced Wash- 
ington to put on the brakes. 


"They didn't mean to do more 


than to slow down the pace of the 
upturn. But they have overlooked 
the fact 
that 
inventories 
have 


been 
already 
overexpanded" and 


that the valuations on the security 
market have been based on a con- 
tinuance of the 
pump 
priming, 


pi ice raising and similar policy. 


"When the brake was put on, 


it not only stopped the skidding 
car, but actually overturned it." 


Repeating that future trends de- 


pend on administration policy Dr. 
Palyi said: 


"They have the choice between 


a reasonable and 
slow 
progress 


upward by eliminating the physi- 
cal hindrance 
and 
psychological 


obstacles which have 
been 
put 


across the way of business thru 
hostile administrative 
measures. 


Or else they can stimulate a rather 
sudden upturn thru new inflation- 
ary policies, including 
even 
the 


method of further raising the price 
of gold. Lowering taxes, for 
in- 


stance, without a similar lowering 
of obstacles is such an inflationary 
measure."

CALLING OF INQUESTS 


Says Law Provides Inquest 


to Be Called Only Where 


Death Unlawful. 


Inquests are held under a pro- 


vision of the statutes, that says 
"that the coroner shall hold an in- 
quest upon such dead bodies only 
as are supposed to have died by 
unlawful means," said County At- 
torney Towle V/ednesday, when 
asked about holding inquests in 
certain cases and not holding them 
in others where wdeath was acci- 
dental. 


Towle did not hold an inquest 


in the case of Glenn Poulsen, uni- 
versity student, 19, who was hit 
by an automobile at 14th and R 
streets Friday evening but decided 
Wednesday to hold one m the death 
of Oren I. Axtell, 81, who was hit 
about 6:30 p. m. at 27th and R 
streets and died at 10 p. m. at St. 
Elizabeth's hospital. 


Explaining this Towle said that 


the law makes it discretionary with 
the county attorney, who is ex- 
officio coroner. "I expected to call 
an inquest in the Poulsen case," 
Towle explained, "but his parents 
Mr. and Mrs. Jenn Poulsen did 
not want it and took the body 
to Newman Grove. 
Inquests are sometimes held in 


automobile 
accident 
cases 
as 


there is often a question whether 
the driver was speeding, drove 
thru a red light, or whether he 
may 
have violated some 
other 


ordinance or statute. In the pres- 
ent case he explained the officers 
had been unable to find a single 
eye witness of the accident. Alex 
Oquist, 2419 Lynn, arrived at the 
scene just after it happened. The 
only actual eye witness was Ralph 
McGuire, 20, of 3032 S st., driver 
of the car. He wa ainterviewed 
by 
Deputy 
County 
Attorney 


Young and said that Axtell stop- 
ped at the curb and McGuire 
thought he was going to wait. 
He did not see him start across 
the street and did not know he 
had moved forward until his car 
struck him. 


Towle explained that in many 


cases of death by accident he is 
guided by the wishes of the imme- 
diate relatives, 
excepting whet e 


there might be a violation of law, 
so evident that it would be his 
plain duty to catt an inquest. 
There are times, he said, when 
relatives Insist upon an inquest 
and there are times when an in- 
quest might be advisable in an 
accident but relatives do not want 
it. 
On account of the lack of eye 


witnesses in the case and some in- 
formation that had been given. 


him, he decided to hold the In* 
quest. KFAB was asked to broad- 
cast for eye witnesses to appear 
if there -were any. "It is purely 
discretionary with me and in this 
case I am exercising my discre- 
tion," Towle said.

Ruthless Killing of Civilian 


Population Called Legiti- 


mate Warfare.

NEW YORK. UP). Japan's mili- 


tary tactics, adding death from the 
•kies to the holocaust of warfare 
in China, may be an adoption in 
part of an Italian general's preach- 
ment to bring an enemy nation to 
it* knees by indiscriminate bomb- 
tftg of civilian poulations. 
It would be "childish," wrote the 
late Gen. Guilio Douhet. onetime 
Ijead of Italy's military aviation, 
to permit a foe to use women, chil- 
dren and old men as a shield. "War 
is war," he said, reciting an old 
military axiom, in a book and 
numerous treatises written more 
than 15 years ago. 
His "War of 19—," a hypothet- 
ical picture of a German offensive 
t?y air against France and Belg- 
ium, 
relates that the two allied 
nations were crushed in .48 hours 
by the bombing of civilian centers 
oy huge, successive waves of hos- 
tile airplanes. 


The question in American mili- 
tary circles is whether the Japa- 
nese can break the morale of a 
people, which only lately has been 
described as unified, by air oper- 
ations which have Incurred world- 
wide protests. 


* 
Advocate of Destruction. 


In a campaign for an increased 


air force dating from the close of 
the World war until his death" in 
1930, the Italian advocated wide- 
spread and intensive destruction of 
population centers by air as the 
chief offensive tactic in wartime 
coupled with submarine activity to 
protect Italy's coasts. To wipe out 
a city with bombs, wrote Douhet, 
would produce, "besides the ma- 
terial effect, a- moral effect that 
may have tremendous reactions. It 
iq sufficient to Imagine what would 
happen among the civilian popula- 
tions of other centers when the 
news had spread around that the 
center attacked by the enemy had 
been 
completely 
destroyed 
and 
that no one could 
•aved," he wrote.

* Again, he said: "Let us suppose 
that In a few minutes a city re- 
ceives In its central part within a 
radius of about 250 meters 20 tons 
of bombs. Explosions are followed 
by fires. Gases that kill prevent 
approach to the zone which has 
,been bombed. Then fires develop 
and spread. The poison gases per- 
sist. The hours pass, and finally 
daylight comes, while the poison 
' spreads and permeates the air. 
Traffic on the main routes, if they 
cross the city, will be suspended. 
Traffic on the railroad, If the sta- 
tion is affected, %ill be stopped. 
Eife itself will be stopped. 
"What happens in one town can, 


on the same day, happen in 10, 20 
br 50 great centers, and, with the 
news spreading, other centers will 
feel the menace. What government 
will be strong enough to maintain 
order? 
A complete dissolution of 


the national .government structure 
will take place. It will not be 
long before the population, driven 
solely by an Instinct of self pres- 
ervation, will demand the cessation 
of hostilities at any price."

Successive waves of airplanes 


flew over dozens of centers of 
population In Belgium and France, 
terrifying and killing the populace. 
He regarded the initial waves of 
planes as "expendable," assuming 
that most of them would be shot 
down by the defending air forces. 
But, 
in turn, the attacking ma- 
chines 
would 
demoralize 
and 


partly destroy the defensive planes 
and 
subsequently annihilate the 
remainder with bombs at 
their 
bases, he related. He accepted gas 
warfare 
as 
Inevitable.

Says That Will Come From 


Compulsory Crop Control. 
OKLAHOMA CITY. <.;P). E. H. 
Everson, president of the Na- 
tional Farmers union, declared 
President Roosevelt, In laying his 
program before the special ses- 
sion 
of congress, 
"more 
than 


hinted at compulsory crop con- 
trol, which means only one thing 
eventually — dictatorship. 
The 
president didn't mention cost of 
production legislation," said Ever- 
son in an interview, "ami that is 
what the farmers want and need. 
With all the efforts at control in 
the last few years the ever nor- 
mal granary has turned out to 
bo tho -^ver empty granary. 


"There isn't one line in the 


constitutions which gives the gov- 
ernment the right to control the 
crops grown on every farm in 


the 
country—and 
farmers 
are 


glad there isn't."

PARIS. (UP). Strongly

Coo Many Outsiders 
Use 


City's Private Stalls. 


Because of a tendency on the 
jart of the public to "drop in" on.j 
city parking, in the alley extending" 
from 9th to 10th, an overcrowded 
condition exists. And this is not 
all. There are too many legitimate 
requests to satisfy all city workers. 
There are more city cars than in 
:he earlier years. 
When the legal department con- 
sisted of two attorneys, two alley 
stalls were set aside for this ac- 
;ivlty. The staff was increased to 
three and one stall allegedly was 
taken away, leaving but one. The 
lawyers held a friendly conference 
with Charles Saal, property man, 
over the matter. 
Director Venner, custodian of 
city property and, as general man- 
ager of the police department, in- 
terested in the parking problem in 
broader scope, has an Idea in for- 
mation that perhaps the northwest 
corner of old Haymarket square, 
buildings now standing where hay 
once was racked, may be made 
available. 
The grass there, he said, has 
gone weedy. He has 
suggested 


possibility of requiring 
all-day 
parkers in the city's employ to 
3o their parking there which per- 
haps brings admission that there 
are all-day parkers on the pay- 
roll now using the streets. If the 
plan develops, it would releast 
many street parking spaces (or 
cars of the general public. 
In most instances, city cars now 
using the alley runway are of the 
drive-in and drive-out classifica- 
tion—cars of inspectors, engineers 
and water and light employes who 
are much on the go. It would no't 
be the plan to interfere with con- 
tinued usage of this space by this 
type of employe. 
To date, Venner said, there is 
no plan. He merely discussed with 
a colleague or two possibilities 
without reaching conclusions.

Tuesday of operating establish- 
ments where persons may resort to 
betting on the outcome of horse 
races, William Stavron and Frank 
Clark posted bond to appeal fines 
of »50 and (100, plus costs, re- 
spectively, which were assessed 
by Judge Wood. 


dark was found guilty on two 


•Mints and fined J50 for each. 
Only one complaint had been filed 
against Stavron. Appeal bond for 
each was J200. Stavron is pro- 
prietor of the Cornhusker billiards, 
1311 M, and Clark operates the 
Hub cigar store, 129 No. 14th. 
Both were convicted on testi- 
mony offered by two UniversHy of 
Nebraska law students, Clarence 
Pearson and Charles Burdell, who 
visited their places of business for 
the city, and were hired at salaries 
of $5 a day by the city attorney's 
office. Both men testified to seeing 
at both establishments mimeo- 
graphed 
listings of races with 
numbers after the names of the 
horses, seeing men walk up to a 
counter with a slip of paper, turn- 
ing it over, accompanied by money, 
to a clerk and receiving no article 
in return. Race returns' were an- 
nounced over loud speakers at both 
places. 


Burdell testified that he placed 
several bets on horse races him- 
self at Clark's establishment, and 
on one occasion Clark himself 'took 
the money. From Clark's place of 
business, Burdell testified, he took 
two mimeographed racing forms 
which were admitted as evidence 
by the court. 
Asked by J. Jay Marx, Stav- 
ron's counsel, why he did not col- 
lect material evidence at the Corn- 
husker billiards, as he testified he 
did at other places, Burdell said 
he had no specTic instructions to 
obtain evidence there but was di- 
rected by City Attorney Wilson to 
use "discretionary powers." 


Observed Betting. 


At the 
Cornhusker 
billiards 
neither investigator, acording to 
testimony, placed a bet but ob- 
served others so doing. Neither 
said he saw Stavron performing 
any of the transactions, it being 
revealed in the trial that they were 
performed by several sub-lessees 
of the establishments. An impor- 
tant point toward conviction was 
gained by the prosecution when it 
was proved to the satisfaction of 
the court that Stavron was the 
lessee. 
The two complaints on which 
Clark was found guilty were filed 
Oct. 2 and Oct. 7. The judge dis- 
missed a third count, that was 
filed Oct. 6. The complaint against 
Stavron was filed as the result 
of observations on Oct. 4. Fred- 
erich H. Wagener,'deputy city at- 
torney, was th» prosecutor. 
Shortly after he took the stand, 
Stavron testified that he did not 
know in what business his sub- 
lessees were engaged, their hav- 
ing been established there before 
Stavron leased the place. He later 
testified that after Chief Ander- 
son had warned him that gambling 
in his establishment would not be 
tolerated, he ordered his sub-les- 
sees to "quit" gambling. All this, 
Stavron said, took place prior to 
the -date the complaint was filed

Economic Boycott of Japanese 


Goods Is Favored by Dr. Brace 


as Way to Handle War Problem 


A boycott of all Japanese goods 
was recommended to the United. 
States and other Christian nations 
Tuesday night by Dr. A. J. Brace, 
missionary and Y. M. C. A. secre- 
tary in China for 25 years, tho 
he admitted such action might lead 
to war. Answering questions fol- 
lowing a talk to Y friends at the 
University club, "I lean toward 
the economic boycott." Continuing 
he explained that, altho some dan- 
ger is involved in such an Action 
it is slight compared *to the cer- 
tainty that the present far eastern 
situatioji if allowed to continue 
will breed a world conflict. 
Dr. Brace declared, "I have little 
confidence in the nine power treaty 
because of the influence of Italy 
and of fascist groups in the United 
States and Great Britain." 
Previously China's generalissimo 
Chiang Kai Shek was charactered 
by the speaker as the "great uni- 
fier" of the Chinese people and" a 
worthy successor of the nation's 
George Washington, Sun Yat Sen. 
Dr. Brace said frankly he believes 
Chiang was saved from the com- 
munists who recently kidnaped 
him by the power of God, in order 
that he might lead his people in 
the present emergency. 


Lauds Chiang. 


Continuing his. tribute to Chiang, 
the Y man told how the strong 
man is modernizing the nation 
with roads, airlines, radio, a stable 
banking and currency system, and 
education. Dr. Brace bitterly con- 
demned the present Japanese in- 
vasion which is forcing the Chinese, 
normally a peaceful and cultured 
race, to resort to militarism. He 
explained 
Confucious 
had 
two 
axioms, the scholar should rule, 
and the state should be governed 
with military precision. China has 
adopted the first and Japan the 
second he declared. 
"We must be fair to Japan, but 
even allowing for all excuses, if 
ever they lacked justification for 
their actions it is now," Dr. Brace 
said. He quoted a former Japanese 
premier to the effect that Japan 
has planned since 1927 to take 
Manchuria and Mongolia and, us- 
ing these as bases, penetrate into 
China and finally to India and even 
Europe. The premier writes that 
"trade will be the excuse." 
. Asked of China's chances in the 
present struggle, the speaker said 


China will hold on until Japan 
break;* financially or outside aid is 
found. Thei« is a chance, he said, 
that this may come from Russia! 
which has massed more than 3,000 
fighting planes on her eastern 
Siberian border. 


See* World War. 


"It is only three flying hours 
from Vladivostok to Tokyo," Dr 
Brace said, adding that the entire 
situation is fraught with danger, 
since Germany might then attack 
Russia from the rdfer and bring on 
a world war. China is negotiating 
trade agreements with Germany 
to minimize this possibility, he 
said. 
In answer to a question on Rus- 
sia's making China communistic, 
the missionary said such a thing is 
highly improbable an dthat at any 
event modern Russia's Aplnk com- 
munism" is much to be preferred 
to rabid fascism of Japan, Ger- 
many and Italy. 
"There is more 
communism in Japan than m north 
China," he said in refuting a Japa- 
nese excuse for conquest there. 
Dr. Brafte warned the people of 
the United States to be prepared to 
resist war to the last and not fall 
prey to mass hysteria such as that 
shown In, Japan today. He said, 
however, pacifism might not mean 
standing idly by. "We must think 
our way thru to a Christian posi- 
tion and stand there." he declared.

Pleased with the early response, 
officials urged that all who return 
cards do BO as quickly as possible 
in order that the checking unit 
be not congested at the end of 
the week. All cards should be in 
the pastoffice not later than Sat- 
urday. 
The census has nothing- to do, it 
was explained, with those who are 
employed full time even tho the 
latter may desire some other em- 
ployment. The signed cards are 
not applications for work nor for 
transfer to some other work. The 
congress and the president desire 
a true - picture of the present 
status of those totally or partially 
unemployed. What will be done 
with this picture is for the future. 
For the benefit of those who 
desire further information before 
filling in the card or assistance in 
making the answers, a desk has 
ben set up in the postoffice lobby. 
Ifc was heavily patronized Tuesday 
afternoon and_ will remain as part 
of the census machinery thruout 
the week.

LONG CONFINEMENT In bed 


for any cause is discouraging to an 
invalid. 
But besides this mental 


distress, there are other things to 
worry the doctor, pne problem 
is the prevention of "bed sores". 
These are frequently seen in weak- 
ened Individuals who have been 
bed-rtOden for a considerable length 
of time. . 
"The important thing is to make 
every effort to prevent bed sores. 
Too often they lead to serious in- 
fections and unpleasant complica- 
tions. 


Bed sores are rarely encountered 


n a person who has had average , 
nealth, but the chronic invalid is 
very susceptible to infections. Hia 
skin has poor tone and it la unable 
to withstand prolonged irritation. 


How to .Avoid It 


The prevention of bed sores de- 


pends upon the avoidance of long- 
continued friction and irritation of 
the skin. Those parts of the body 
which are constantly in contact 
with the bed sheets should be well 
protected. 
Since the trouble in 


most commonly located on the el- 
bows, knees, back and buttock*, it 
is important to watch these re- 
gions. 


The garments should be frequent-* 


ly changed anu all unnecessary and 
prolonged weight of bed clothes 
avoided. It may be necessary to 
avoid even the slight weight of the 
bed covers. This may be accom- 
plished by means of a "hoop 
cradle", a device to hold the bed 
coverings. 
Of course, in 
cool 
weather, * make sure that the pa- 
tient is adequately covered and free 
of draughts. 


The Gkin should b* oathed fre- 


quently and gently. Luke-warm 
water and pure white aoap are best 
for this purpose. Follow the bath 
with an alcohol sponge and then 
dry the skin by patting it (Do not 
rub the delicate surface. 


Pads May Be Used 


To take the pressure off the len- 


der parts, the use of rubber rings 
or pads may be advisable. 
This 


precaution is especially recom- 
mended for fat persons. 


The use of dusting powder is rec- 


ommended. The powder should be 
of fine texture, never one that is 
coarse or granular. An excellent 
preparation is readily made by mix- 
ing equal parts of zinc stearate, 
corn starch and any good dusting 
powder. 


Bed sores can be guarded Against 


to some extent by moving the pa- 
tient from one bed to another, if 
this is possible. It permits a change 
of mattress and bedding and allows 
the first bed to be aired and all the 
irritating creases smoothed out. In 
addition, the change from one bed 
to another is really like an excur- 
sion foe the patient who looks for- 
ward to it. The doctor will advise 
about this.

of no opposition to Brundage's re- 
election. 
Principal fireworks was expected 


as a result of demands of the Na- 
tional College Athletic association 
and the National Association of 
Amateur Oarsmen for 
majority 
representation on four important 
Olympic 
committees 
directing 


wrestling, rowing, swimming and 
track and field teams. 


The dispute between the college 


groups and the National Amateur 
Athletic union has smouldered for 
years and flared to the surface 
at the Berlin games. The college 
demands are regarded as an effort 
to diminish Brundage's power. 


Plan For Tokyo Games. 


The quadrennial meeting of the 


association 
will begin 
making 
plans for American participation 
in the 1940 Olympic games 
at 


Tokyo, In addition to a president 
the association will elect other of- 
ficers and a 53 man executive com- 
mittee. 


The college demand for control 


of the sports in
